In company with Ray 
Colciren, were removing the machinery 
at tho plant, -which has been supplant- 
ed by a privato eloctnc plant for tho 
operation of the company's several 
plants. The machinery is to be ship- 
ped to the American Pipe & Foundry 
Company at Scottdale. In order to 
drain the transformers of oi! a section 
of hose with a piece of iron pipe used 
fpr \vatering ovens was used.

was connected and the transformers 
drained. 
It was then 
disconnected 


and preparations were rmade to re- 
connect them. Mr. "Wilcox had hold 
of tie hose and the iron pipe and Mfl. 
Barnes ~hu.& hold of only the hose. 
In Borne manner In handling it the 
pipe struck the overhead wire charg- 
ed n 1th more than 6,000 volts of elec- 
triclty.

Assistance was called from Mason- 


town, a mile away, but Mr. Wilcox 
had been dead almost a half hour 
-when Dr. Warren arrived. He said 
that death had resulted in about six

Word of the accident was telephon- 


ed to Tfniontown and a special car 
sent to bring the body to XJnlcmtown. 
Me. Wilcox was 47 years old, and a 
native of Wellsvilie. N, Y. He leaves 
a widow and one son, Edgar, now em- 
ployed as a meter tester for the West 
Penn Electric Company. The family 
reside on Walnut street, TJnlontown. 
The deceased was the first lighting 
sup< rintondeat that the company had. 
Thr'ie years ago lie wont to Scottdale 
to reside but three months HRO again 
tooK a position with the West Penn 
Elettric Company.

Para rubber is obit hied from a large 


tree sixty fi-et bigb. The trees are tap- 
ped In the evening, and the juice is 
collected on the following morning. A 
deep horizontal iuclslon ia made near 
the base of tlie tree, and then from it 
ft vertical one extending up the trunk, 
with others at short distances lu an 
oblique direction. Small shallow cups 


: made 'from clay and dried in tho sun 


arc placed bolow tho incisions to re- 
ceive tho raUk. each cup being attach- 
ed by sticki ng a piece of soft clay to 
the tree anM pressing tbc cup against 
It. Each tree yields only about six 
ounces of jiilcu In three* days. 


To prodm o the rubber the Juice Is 


Jhcated In the following manner: A 
piece of wood about throe- feet long, 
"with, a flattened cluy mohl at one end 
ot It, is dipped in the uillU, or this Is 
placed over it as evenly as possible. 
The milk it then carefully dried by 
turning the mold round and round in 
a white- vapor obtained by heating cer- 
tain oily palm nuts, toe vapor being
